in the downtow n district today injur- 
ed scores of persons damaged many 
houses and threw the southern sec- 
tion of the city into wild excitement. 
No one was seriously hurt so far as 
the police could learn. 


The 4first explosion occurred at the 


Spanish consulate. 
701 Pine street, 


about one o'clock this morning, and 
the second at the Sons of Italy Bank, 
Broad and Tasker streets, an hour I 
later 
The Italian consulate is locat- 


ed in the bank,-Building and the bomb 
was placed on the door leading to the 
consuls' offices 


Both blasts shattered window panes 


and shook houses in a wide radius 
The force of the 
explosion at 
the 


Spanish consulate was so great that 
many persons were hurled from their 
beds. =ome being cut and .bruised bj 
flying glass 
The bomb, concealed in 


a. wooden bo'v. was found on the door- 
step by Emilio De Motta, the consul, 
when he returned from the theatre 


i He placed it inside the hallway out 
Italian a^ter retiring, he told the police he 
had concluded that a passerb> haj 
left the box on the doorstep tempor- 
arily and might return for it 
With- 


out a thought of the deadly bomb con- 
cealed within, he got out of bed and 
replaced the box on the doorstep 


A few minutes after returning to 


his room, the 
explosion occurred, 


tearing out the entire front of the 
building and wrecking the consul's 
room on the second floor. Mr De 
Motta was badlj shaken up. 


The Sons-of-Italy 
Bank 
building 


was wrecked by the second explosion 
and a number of houses in the neigh- 
oorhood were 
damaged.

that the Italian consulate was locat- 
ed in the building led the police to 
believe thit the same persons were 
respons'ble for placing both bombs 
Luigi Sihtti. the Italian consul, was 
not in the city but Vice Consul Guido 
Di Yicenzo. who appeared at 
thp 


scene shoitly after the explosion, said 
he had no idea why the place was 
bombed or by whom it vns done

neither he nor the Italian consul had 
any enemies so far as he knew

Klux Klan supporters emerged vic- 
torious in their first test of strength 
in the state Senate when the upper 
House voted late yesterday to strike 
out of the proposed anti-Ku 
Klux

section whicn would have compelled 
secret oiganizations in Oklahoma to 
file their membership lists for public 
inspection

Proponents of the section declared 


that by us defeat the Senate would 
fail to enact anti-Ku KJUX Klan legis- 
lation j\.\ith "teeth" in it. although 
they took some consolation in the pas- 
sage of a provision requiring officers 
of secret organizations 
to register 


their names uith county authorities. 


The 
action 
on the 
membership 


clauses came at the end of a day 
filled with dramatic debate in which 
members of the both factions cam* 
out openly in support of the.r con- 
victions precipitating 
verbal clashes 


unequalled in bitterness during the 
present extraordinary session. Ene- 
mies of the klan denounced it as be- 
ing founded upon racial hatred and 
religious intolerance and described it, 
as a ' rival of the organization of the 
reconstruction 
days" 
which 
wai 


strongly condemned. Its friends de- 
fended it as a righteous organization, 
upholding law and order in the midst 
of crime. 


Senatoi Hairy Glasser. of Enid, led 


the attack on the klan. He assailed 
the organization 
for its operations 


under the mask and declared in an 
impassioned speech that "the ques- 
tion of religious intolerance has no 
place in Democracy. 


"I wonder." he asked, "if the Jew 


and Catholic buddies of some of our 
own senators here, giving their full 
measure of devotion m the mud and 
blood 
of France, thought that in 


five years their fathers and mothers 
would be called un-American? There

lice. Finally a newspaper

called and .was told the story. Seek- 
ing to leave, he .was restrained by 
Hendrickson pointing a pistol.; By a 
ruse the reporter left the irpom^and 
summoned the police.

three policemen were met with a vol- 
ley of pistol fire through the .floor. 
They'Helephoned for reserves0 as al- 
armed guests scurried in panic, thru 
the corridors. Hendrickson -is said to 
have fired at a woman who peered out 
of her window across a court-Jfa tb» 
fusillade no one was hit, however.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.— A pre- 


diction that the world's next catas- 
trophic earthquake will occur in Cen- 
tral of South America was made in 
an address last night by Father Ton- 
dorff, the seismoologist at George- 
town University, whose observations 
gave the world its first news of the 
violent disturbanct that several hours 
later was found to have wrought vast 
destruction in Japan.- 
Father Tondorff declined to esti- 


mate the probable time of the earth- 
quake he predicted, pointing out the 
difficulty of such an estimate and 
declaring that because of the range of 
years it would have to cover, it would 
he practically valueless. The Japan- 
ese catastrophe, he recalled, was fore- 
cast in 1921 by the Imperial seismol-' 
osicnl bureau which fixed the ,time, 
within six years and at the same time 
predicted a second serious- disturbance 
there between 3927 and 1933.

According1 to the agreement the 
Japanese corporation will get all the 
Japanese patent rights of the West- 
inghouse Electric while the Westing- 
house International will become the 
licenses of the Mitsubishi and Takata 
patents for the rest of the world. 


The Shibaura plant of the General 
Electric Company was destroyed and 
its Kawasaki plant was partially so. 
The deal gives the Westinghouse Com- 
pany the advantage of an immediate 
large market. 
Officials of the West- 
inghouse Company have been here for 
a month concluding the negotiations 
which began two years ago.

sugar. This tariff Is generally recog-

It has been established that 


when sugar tariffs exceed a certain 
mark a condition which induces spec- 
ulation arises at once. 


Investigation 
and 
prosecution of 


speculative activities were and are 
treating effects rather than causes. It 
must have been known that by pass- 
ing the buck to the government's 
legal department the matter could 
only come to an issue after the emer- 
gency had disappeared, 
when the 


public that pays for price inflations 
had lapsed back into apathy. Finan- 
cial commentators prophesy that the 
present suit against the exchange will 
peter out and achieve nothing, one 
describing it as "a hopeless cause, 
that is not even good politics."
